DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response filed 01/16/2007 has been received and entered. Claims 1-7 are 
remain pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(e) as being anticipated by Kumar et al. 5 US 
Patent No. 6,864,931, as stated in the previous office action. 

The above claims are anticipated by Kumar et al. figures 1,11 and accompanying text 
which discloses a liquid crystal microstructure can be used as a tunable diffraction (see Technical 
Field) comprising: 

. a pair of first and second cell wall (82); 

. electrodes (88); 

. an array of nematic liquid crystal convective rolls (microlens 90) arranged periodically 
as claimed; 

. a polymeric network (58); 
. a power source (27). 

It should be noted that, regarding method claims 4-7, the method of for manufacturing the 
device is merely a list of forming each component and each component must be formed to make 
the device; therefore, the method of for manufacturing would be inherent to the device. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 01/16/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's argument that Kumar does not include certain features of 
Applicant's invention, the limitations on which the Applicant relies, i.e., spontaneously, no 
motion of the liquid crystal within the rolls (item i) and/or pre-polymer present in very dilute 
amounts and bond with each other chemically throughout the liquid crystal (item ii), are not 
stated in the claims. It is the claims that define the claimed invention, and it is the claims, not 
specifications flat arc anticipated or unpatentable. Constant v. Advanced MicroDevices Inc. , 7 
USPQ 2d 1064.
